Moreover British circles feel that 
unless the means of building ships are curtailed any scheme 
which controls the number of ships actually built wilt fal sbort of 
the ideal desired and sought, because any country will be in a post- 
tion at any time to force its Navy upto any strength desired. ‘ 

Regarding submarines, Britain never possessed and does not de- 
sire ninety thousand tans, which would be her quota under Mr. 
Hugbes’ scheme. Even if Britain does not suggest the abolition of 
submarines, she will certainly urge rules for limitation of their siza 
acd armament. While the British delegates realise the force of the 
contention that it is impossible to check the building cf small craft 
without inspection, they reply that ro Power could build large sub- 
marines—say of 4,000 tons—and trainthe personae? requited Recratly. 
It is pointed ont that only large submarines ate capable of offensive 


operations ; the smaller ones are asnilable only for defensive put-

Mir. Balfour's presentation of Britain's views. concerning the 
imitation of naval armaments was the dominaticg feature of the 
when the gatleries 
were crowded with notabilities. Mr. Balfour described Mr. Hugbes’ 
proposals as a great histories! event, making November .12 a new 
anniveisary in connection with movements of the reconstruction of 
the world. He pointed out that while the United States are 
impregnable in their communications, ne citizen of the British Em- 
pire could forget that his life depended upon the Empire's sea coct- 
munications. 

Mr. Balfour said that he was not lamenting Britain's weakness, 
“Fer from it,” said Mr. Balfour; “we are strong in hope and the 
ardent patriotism binding us together; but this’ strategic weakness 
is abvious to everyone who reflects. I: is known to our enemies 
and they don’t let it be forgotten by our friends.” 


“Fol, Loyal, and Complete British Co-operation.” 


Mr. Balfour believed, as regarda the battleship basis. that the 
proportions as between the various countries were acceptable and 
tha limitation amounts reasozable, but suggested tbat submarine 
tonnage might well be reduced and the construction of large sab- 
marines prohibited. He sugmestad that the questions of the re- 
placement of capital ships and of cruisers which were .not required 
for a fleet action should be referred to technical experts, as they did 
hot affect the main structare of the American proposal. Mr. Balfour's 
reference to submarines was accleimed ; and when he promised the 
full, loyal. and complete co-operation of Britain in the general 
American plan the acdience rose aod cheered for half a minute.

<r. Balfour particularly stressed Britain's dependence upon sea 
communications. and asked bis hearers to imagine the Western 
S:ates of the United States suddenly removed ten thousand 
miles .scross the sea, while the heart of the country 
consisted of a amall crowded islard depending on overseas 
trade not merely for luxuries but for raw materials an? food. There- 
fore no Britisber was able to forget that he lives by sea communic- 
ations. Without them he and the Empire would perish. The

An informative article on 
French Indo-Chinais contributed 
to the Boord of Trade Journal, by 
the Acting British Consul-Genaral 
at Saigon. Me declares that “Fndo- 
China is held to be Freoce’s 
richest colony,” adding tha’ it is' 
very rick in minerals, especially 
Tongking. The entire population 
he puts at from 16 to 20 millions, 
and points out that the chief port 
of Tongking (Haiphong), which 
“did not exist in 1880, has to-day 
75,000 inbabitants, 26 factories, 
aod « harbour which is held to be 
among the best equipped in the 
Far East.” 

He states, further, that there 
are ovor 2,500 miles of navigable 
streams and canals in Cochin- 
China and Camboiia in the south;

RENT PROFITEERING AT SHANGHAI. 


Only’ the other day our Legislative Council was 
handling 2 measure in respect of rent restriction by way 
of checking profiteering on premises. Considering that 
this problem is of practically world-wide dimensions, it is 
not surprising to find that the inhabitants of Shanghai are 
experiencing tribulations of tbis kind. Naturally the 

r Chinese -are the class most largely affected, but 
they are not by any means the only ones. The European 
population is feeling the stress of continually increasing 
rents and pressure on space in respect of both residential 
and business premises. Normal crowth alone, considering 
the scale of the northern port, would have produced this 
problem; and it has been markedly accentuated by refugees 
from Europe. especially Russia, and from the disturbed 
districts of China. 

To a certain extent property owners have the justifica- 
tion of higher values al] round in raising rents. This is 
not the grievance. What is causing widespread dissatis- 
faction in Shanghai is the profiteer. The prevailing state 
of things demonstrates that many property-owners are so 

sessed by cupidity that that they are utilising the 
demand to force rents up to the extreme maximum, tenants 
of years’ standing who bave never failed to pay their rent 
regularly being served with notice to quit in order that the 
ownes may re-let the premises at pérhaps double the rent 
ormore. Increases show a wide range, but an addition 
of 1UU) per cent. appears to be mot uncommon, 
and instances are recorded of the rent actually being 
increased to 30 per cent. Sometimes the landlord 
roceeds by a series of advances. In other caseg 
fe is in such a hurry to get more that, as a steep increase 
would make the extortion too obvious to the tenant, be 
gives notice. usually on the plea that’ he requires the 
premises himself. whereas it is found directly ‘afterwards 
that be bas let to somebody else ot a preatly-increased 
rental. The mania for gain is so prevalent that where the 
“bead landlord is content to let things go on, the tenant 
-avails-bimself.of -the. opportunity to sub-let at a profit. 
In short, the abuses are of the kind that have occurred 
here and in Jots of other places. "

A Matter of Policy. 


Very many people are sharing} 


the opinion that the Hon. Mr. A. 
G. Stephen made the best speech 
at the Budget meeting... He cer- 
tainly was very statesmanlike on 
the broad question of Hongkong's 
financial policy, In the matter 
of developing our possessions we 
Britishers are often accused of 
being haphazard and noi endow- 
ed with lsngth -of vision and 
whilst that might be true in part 
it is nevertheless true that we do 
actually develop. We don’t start 
ont with great ideas and 
then io a little while be 
content to stagnate. We be 
gin modestly andadd little 
bits here and little bits there, 
alter that and improve this.

MISUSE OF, FRENCH FLAO,
